Each flag-bearer in turn will then return his country’s flag to the 
Chairman of the Organising Committee, who will present same to the 
team-manager. 


The Chairman of the British Empire Games Federation will then declare 
the 1950 British Empire Games closed. 


A salute of four guns will be fired. 


“Auld Lang Syne” will be played, the whole attendance being asked 
to join in the singing of the same, and finally “God Save the King,” during 
which all flags will be finally lowered.
